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KING CHARLES III is to mount a final 
vigil at his mother’s coffin tonight, 
ahead of her funeral on Monday. 

The new monarch will join his three 
siblings to pay their respects, ahead of 
the historic occasion, by standing 
guard for 15 minutes in Westminster 
Hall from 7.30pm. 

The King, the Princess Royal, the 
Duke of York and the Earl of Wessex 
stood vigil earlier this week at St Giles’ 
Cathedral in Edinburgh. 

Officials announced the final details 
for the funeral yes- 
terday, as tens of 
thousands of mourn- 
ers queued for more 
than four miles along 
the banks of the 
Thames to witness 
the lying-in-state. 

The day will begin 
at 8am with the 
doors of Westminster 
Abbey opening to the 
2,000 members of 
the congregation, fol- 
lowed by the removal 
of the Queen’s coffin 
from nearby West- 
minster Hall at 
10.44am. 

The funeral proces- 
sion will then travel the short distance 
to the Abbey for the service to begin at 
llam. The ceremony will last for about 
an hour, with a national two-minute 
silence at the end. 

Among those attending will be 
almost 200 key workers and volun- 
teers who were recognised in the 
Queen's most recent birthday honours 
in June. These are likely to include NHS 
staff who cared for the public during 
the Covid-19 pandemic. 

The service, conducted by the Dean 
of Westminster, will also include reli- 
gious readings from prime minister Liz 
Truss and secretary-general of the 
Commonwealth Patricia Scotland, 
while the Archbishops of York and 
Westminster will say prayers.

PRESIDENT ‘SHUNS BUS’ TO DRIVE TO 
FUNERAL IN £1.3m ARMOURED LIMO 


JOE BIDEN has been granted special dis- 
pensation to travel in his armoured car 
to the Queen’s funeral on Monday - as 
many other world leaders will report- 
edly have to take a shared coach. 

The US president’s £1.3million Cadillac 
limo, nicknamed The Beast, is thought to 
weigh up to 20,000lb and is reinforced 
with an 8in-thick metal wall - making its 
doors as heavy as a Boeing 757’s. 

While the US Secret Service has long 
refused to give details of the car, it is 
reportedly able to fire tear gas, put out a 
smokescreen and spray oil to make pur- 
suing vehicles spiral out of control. 

Its door handles are said to be able to 
cause an electric shock and its windows 
to withstand bullets - while it is also 
claimed the vehicle can be sealed to pro- 
tect against biochemical attacks, 

Previous president Donald Trump was

the first user of the latest version, and 
was said to carry a mini fridge in it, con- 
taining reserves of his blood type. 

It is unclear if The Beast’s full parade 
of vehicles will accompany it for Her 
Majesty’s funeral at Westminster Abbey, 
but the car almost always travels in a 
motorcade with dozens of Secret Service 
guards and even an ambulance. 

But its unwieldy bulk could pose prob- 
lems. There was embarrassment for the 
White House in 2011, as The Beast was 
undone by an exit ramp at Dublin’s US 
embassy during a visit by Barack Obama. 

Video footage shows a crowd gasping 
in shock as the limo jerks suddenly and 
stops with a loud clang, its wheel seem- 
ing to get caught - before Secret Service 
staff rush to help.

Fifteen per cent said they would 
cut back on eating out to save 


costs and a tenth would sell their 
belongings to boost their income. 

Andy Philpott, of Edenred, said: 
‘This is a shame as there is a clear 
opportunity for employers to 
provide support and enhance 
engagement in the current 
climate.’

‘SHOOTING STAR’ SPOTTED OVER SCOTLAND WAS FALLING DEBRIS 


A ‘BRILLIANT fireball’ seen in the skies 
above Britain is believed to have been 
space debris, experts have said. 

The UK Meteor Network said it had 
received almost 800 reports about 
Wednesday night’s lightshow. 

The organisation said that having 
studied videos of the object it is now of 
the opinion it was space debris. 

It comes after people spotted the 
fireball above parts of Scotland, north- 
ern England and Northern Ireland. 

The UK Meteor Network said the 
preliminary trajectory has been 
calculated by the International Meteor 
Organisation, and this ‘indicates the

He said: ‘It was 10pm on 
the dot and I saw the flash in the sky. 

‘I thought it may be a firework but 
quickly realised it wasn’t and grabbed 
my phone to see if I could catch it. 

Steve Owens, an astronomer at the 


Glasgow Science Centre, said: ‘It was 
incredible. I was in my living room at 
exactly 10pm and saw out of the win- 
dow this brilliant fireball, this meteor 
streaking across the sky, and I could 
tell it was something special because I 
could see it through broken cloud. 

‘It wasn't perfectly visible but I could 
see it was fragmenting and breaking 
apart. There were bits coming off it. 

‘Normally, if you see a meteor or a 
shooting star, they are just tiny little 
streaks of light that last for a fraction 
of a second. This one was streaking 
across the sky for at least 10 seconds, 
so it was a pretty incredible sight.’

IT SHOULD not be ‘rocket science’ to 
prove the identity of an alleged 
fugitive facing extradition to the US 
over sex charges, a court has heard. 
Sheriff Kenneth Maciver added that 
it is ‘pressing’ to establish the identity 
of the man alleged to be Nicholas Rossi, 
who is said to have faked his own 
death to escape charges in the US. 
Prosecutors at Edinburgh sheriff 
court say the man is Rossi, who alleg- 
edly raped a 21-year-old in Utah in 
2008 and is also alleged to have 
attacked other women in America. 
However, the 35-year-old man claims 
to be Arthur Knight, a victim of mistaken 
identity who has never been to the US. 
Sheriff Maciver told defence agent 
Ronnie Renucci KC the issue of identity 
will be the first question the court has 
to answer at the extradition hearing. 
He said: ‘It is a serious matter if the 
person here is not the person sought, 
which is his position. That is a matter 
that has to be resolved quickly now. 
‘There are photos in relation to iden- 
tification, there are issues of DNA, fin- 
gerprints, there are also facial photos 
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which can be shown to facial experts, 
there are body photos with tattoos. 

‘He could for example submit photos 
showing he has no tattoos, these are 
important issues which would allow us 
to move on with identification. 

Fiscal depute Clare Kennedy con- 
firmed the Crown now has fingerprints. 

The suspect, who appeared by 
video-link from HMP_ Edinburgh 
wearing an oxygen mask, was asked by 
Sheriff Maciver whether he is Rossi. 

He replied: ‘No, I am Arthur Knight 
and I would ask your Lordship if we 
could begin with a moment of silence 
in memory of her great Majesty. 

Sheriff Maciver said the issue of 
identity is not that difficult and can be 
tested through the photos, birth and 
marriage certificates and testimonials. 
He added: ‘It’s not rocket science. 

Mr Renucci said: ‘I’m aware the issue 
of identity is critical.

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THE setting was a London society 
children’s party in the 1950s, with 
tables groaning under sugar 
sandwiches, bananas (a rare postwar 
treat) and nannies chatting as 

their charges donned paper hats 

and blew streamers. 

In the corner, red-faced and 
indignant, stood a little boy in 
corduroy shorts - the only boy in 
the room wearing the heavy, 
old-fashioned material. That child was 
Prince Charles, who was never to 
forget the humiliation and isolation he 
felt that day - blaming his father, 
Prince Philip, for forcing him to wear 
those shorts. 

It wasn't just the corduroy he 
hated - but the sense of 
being different. Far 
from the pampered 
princes of the past, our 


a 


new king endured an unhappy 
childhood that haunted him for years 
but fuelled his desire to right all 
wrongs and made him very much the 
champion of the underdog. 

Indeed, his doting grandmother, 
Queen Elizabeth the Queen Mother, 
would proudly say that Charles always 
picked the weakest person for his 
team because he knew what it was 
like to be overlooked. 

Born at Buckingham Palace on 
November 14, 1948, Charles spent 

much time with his grandmother, 
who allowed him to sit on her bed 
»\ and play with her lipsticks.

Other pupils 
called him ‘fatty’ and ‘jug ears’. Then 
when Philip sent him to his old school, 
Gordonstoun - where cold showers 
were designed to toughen up pupils 

- his misery was compounded. 

Charles described it as a ‘prison 
sentence’. In 1963, on a school trip, 
he ordered a cherry brandy in a pub - 
sparking headlines and leading to 
the sacking of his only friend - his 
police bodyguard. Fellow pupil Ross 
Benson later recalled: ‘He was 
crushingly lonely for most of his time 
there. The wonder is that he survived 
with his sanity intact.’ 

At the age of 17, Charles enjoyed two 
terms at Timbertop School in Geelong, 
Australia, and a year later he arrived at 
Trinity College, Cambridge. 

In 1970, he met society girl Camilla 
Shand. Twinkly eyed, jumping behind 


bushes for a sneaky cigarette and with 
a drink often clenched in one hand, she 
dazzled Charles. But she was an 
unsuitable match, due to her ‘racy’ 
past. Instead, as Charles mourned the 
loss of his great-uncle and mentor Lord 
Mountbatten, killed by an IRA bomb in 
August 27, 1979, he met 19-year-old 
Lady Diana Spencer. 

He proposed to her six months later 
after - according to one source - just 
13 meetings. About 750 million people 
worldwide watched the marriage at St 
Paul’s Cathedral on July 29, 1981 -a 
wedding dubbed ‘the last great state 
event of the 20th century’ by Debrett’s. 

The early years of their marriage 
were happy, and with the birth of 
William in June, 1982, followed by 
Harry in September, 1984, Charles 
became an attentive father, with one 
onlooker recalling the affectionate 
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hugs they shared, even as the boys 
became teenagers. 

But as their marriage broke down, 
Charles sought solace with long-term 
love Camilla. In 1992, the princess 
collaborated with author Andrew 
Morton for his explosive biography 
Diana, Her True Story, with a 
devastating television appearance on 
Panorama in November, 1995, 
hastening the couple's divorce. 

After Diana's death in a car crash in 
Paris in on August 31, 1997, Charles’ 
fatherly instincts clicked in. Woken in 
the early hours with the news while 
holidaying in Balmoral with his sons, 
he insisted William and Harry be 
allowed to sleep before they heard the 
terrible news. 

So how have the years since the 
tragedy shaped the King? Camilla’s 
down-to-earth charm eventually won 


over William and Harry, and after the 
couple married in April, 2005, she found 
her own way of dealing with the 
prince. If he threw a tantrum, she'd 
simply remove herself to her home in 
Gloucestershire for several days - 
giving Charles the space for reflection. 

The couple adopted rescue Jack 
Russells - Charles and the underdogs 
again - and when one disappeared, he 
was inconsolable. 

Former royal reporter Antonella 
Lazzeri recalls seeing Charles meet the 
public. ‘His schedule is bruising but he 
always makes time for people, she 
says. ‘And when he greets you, his 
eyes twinkle and he really listens with 
genuine interest to what you have to 
say. Charles has a way of making 
someone feel they are the only person 
inaroom’ 

King Charles never eats lunch and 


the rumour was always that he didn’t 
drink. But Lazzeri says, ‘I remember a 
16-year-old footman who had just 
started work, holding a tray with a cup 
of Earl Grey tea. 

‘When Charles arrived and saw the 
drink, he asked, “What’s this?” The 
young lad look terrified but Charles 
quickly put him at ease by joking, “I was 
rather hoping it would be Pimm’s!” 

Meanwhile, how forward-thinking 
King Charles turned out to be. Despite 
ridicule, from the 1970s onwards, his 
views on organic produce, ‘ugly’ 
architecture and pollution have proved 
prescient. He launched the Prince’s 
Trust, which has helped more than a 
million youngsters to date, after 
leaving the navy in 1976. 

But his reign will see a far more 
hands-on monarch. The young boy who 
once wrote lonely letters home from

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school never stopped writing and it’s 
known from his ‘black spider memos’ 
to government ministers that he 
dabbles in politics far more than his 
mother ever did. 

Much has been written about 
Charles’ rather distant relationship 
with the Queen. But he craved her love, 
and in recent years they became closer 
than ever.

masterclass. But by the same token, he 
was visibly irritated with a leaking 
fountain pen days later - with calm 
Camilla stepping in to defuse the 
awkward situation. 

A king of hearts, or a man of 
ill-temper? More likely a man 
exhausted by grief and bowed by the 
weight of his new role. 

At a time when most people are 
enjoying retirement, Charles will be 
working throughout each day, late into 
the night. But he'll enjoy evening 
drinks with Queen Consort Camilla, 
and sit on their sofa alongside their 
beloved dogs.

A banner in the Celtic section of the crowd in 
Warsaw read ‘F*** the Crown’ while another 
said ‘Sorry for your loss Michael Fagan’, a 
reference to the intruder who broke into the 
Queen’s Buckingham Palace bedroom in 1982. 

A Uefa statement read: ‘Proceedings have 
been opened against Celtic regarding a banner 
displayed against Shakhtar Donetsk. 

‘The Uefa disciplinary bodies will decide on 
the matter in due course.’ 

Rangers, though, will face no disciplinary 
action over the singing of God Save The King 
before their match against Napoli. 

Uefa had issued instructions for the anthem 


not to be sung before matches in its 
competitions this week, after the death of the 
Queen last week. 

However, a rendition of the anthem followed 
a minute’s silence at Ibrox that had been 
permitted by Uefa, who confirmed no action 
would be taken against the Govan club. 

‘This incident is not the subject of any Uefa 
disciplinary proceedings, a spokesperson said. 
Rangers fans displayed a vast silhouette of 
the Queen amid the colours of the Union Jack 

behind one of the goals before kick-off. 

Meanwhile, Celtic were given a compliment 
from Shakhtar ahead of their Champions 
League double-header against Leipzig. 

Shakhtar beat the Germans 4-1 last week in 
Leipzig and defender Valeriy Bondar said after 
the 1-1 midweek draw with Celtic: ‘Our coach 
Igor Jovicevic emphasised that it would be 
more difficult against Celtic than it was against 
RB Leipzig.’

ROGER FEDERER admitted it was a 
‘bittersweet’ decision as he yesterday 
announced his remarkable tennis 
career was coming to a close. 

The Swiss legend, 20 times a grand- 
slam champion, will retire at the age 
of 41 after playing in next week’s 
Laver Cup in London. 

Federer has been struggling with a 
knee problem for the last three years, 
and while this news is not exactly a 
surprise, it will leave a real void in 
tennis. The eight-time Wimbledon 
winner will be remembered as a 
sporting great for the ages. 

Federer said: ‘Of all the gifts tennis 
has given me over the years, the 
greatest, without a doubt, has been 
the people I’ve met along the way. 

‘I know my body’s capacities and 
limits, and its message to me lately 
has been clear. I am 41. I have played 
more than 1,500 matches over 24 
years. Tennis has treated me more 
generously than I ever would have 
dreamt, and I must recognise when it 
is time to end my competitive career. 

‘This is a bittersweet decision, 
because I will miss everything the 
tour has given me. But, at the same 
time, there is so much to celebrate. 

‘I consider myself one of the most 
fortunate people on Earth. I was 
given a special talent to play tennis, 
and I did it at a level that I never 
imagined, for much longer than I ever 
thought possible’ 

As well as those record eight Wim- 
bledon titles, he was six times a 
champion at the Australian Open, five 
times a US Open winner and once suc- 
cessful at the French Open. 

Federer won an amazing 103 titles 
in all on the ATP Tour, since making

his debut in 1998. He spent 310 weeks 
as the world No.1, and claimed two 
Olympic medals, including singles 
silver at the 2012 London Games. 

Federer’s great rivals Rafael Nadal 
and Novak Djokovic have now both 
overtaken him in grand-slam titles, 
but it feels wrong to judge a career as 
grand as this with just numbers. 

Federer will be remembered as a 
true artist, a man who turned tennis 
into almost an art form with his style 
and panache. He played his sport in 
the same way Lionel Messi plays foot- 
ball, with balletic brilliance, which 
seemed to belong to a higher plain. 

Tributes poured in last night, led by 
Nadal, who wrote: ‘I wish this day 
would have never come. It’s a sad day 
for me personally and for sports 
around the world. It’s been a pleasure 
but also an honour and privilege to 
share all these years with you.’ 

Wimbledon tweeted: ‘We will so 
miss the sight of you gracing our 
courts, but all we can say for now is 
thank you, for the memories and 
joy you have given to so many. 

Billie Jean King, winner of 12 
grand-slam singles titles, 
wrote: ‘He has the most 
complete game of his gen- 
eration and captured the 
hearts of sports fans
